On Sunday night, July 4th, the people of Elk 
horn Creek decided to stop merely complaining 
about had roads and stari doing something about 
them In a community meeting that mgld it 
was decided that we pickel the speech by Hnm 
Ward before the Better Roads Council in the 
VFW Fuat at Hazard Monday night. July 3 
Iziler it was also decided to picket the ground 
breaking at Isom on the 6th. 

Our objectives in picketing the speech by 
Mr Ward on Monday were twn-lold: I To 

publicize cur isolation from the rest of the 
county and 2 to speak peraonally with Mr 
Ward about the possibility of federal and stale 
funds for the construction of a tood to K*i<horn 
Creek which lias been isolated, especially in the 
winter months, ever since the building of the 
liuckhorn Lake 

On Monday morning we Informed the Haz- 
ard Police Department ol our plans and they 
told us there would be no objections Monday 
night found 7 person- from the Rlkhorn com- 
munity before the VFW' Post carrying signs urg- 
ing improved roads. 

The response was immediate and encourag- 
ing. Reporters hurried to the scene and were 
very enthusiastic abfut out caust 
guests at the speech poured from the VFW 
building and seemed very interested in the pro 
ccedings An assistant to the highway commis- 
sioner came out and discussed our road prob 
Inns promising to send Mr James Lucas, the 
district engineer at Manchester, to our commun- 
ity in Ihc next lew days to investigate our road 
conditions and to see what can be done to better 
Ihem The last person to talk to us was la-slie 
County Judge George Wooton who seemed some- 
what offended about the picketing, possibly 
because he had not been informed of our plans 
beforehand and possibly because he got the int 
pression that the picketing was directed against 
his judgeship In this embarrassing position, 
the judge made some statements contradictory 
to his usual attitude We most assuredly weie 
not directing this protest toward the judge, as 
we were prompt to point out to the press. 

The success of this picketing encouraged the 
people of FJkhorn Creek to go lo Isom. Kv , on 
the following day to picket the groundbreaking 
of the first road to be built under Appalachian 
Program Starting around 7 00 A M Tuesday 
morning, in the only three ears that could be 
obtained. 19 people left for Isom This group 
was able to speak briefly with the governor who 
seemed sympathetic. We were practically 
swamped by reporters and photographers who 
seemed particularly impressed by the young- 
sters in our group. Tom Gish of the Whitesburg 
Eagle and Gurney Norman of The Hazard Herald 
were especially interested Mr (H-h said he 
thougljt that Eastern Kentucky needs much 
more of this type of protest All in all. the 
jieople of Klkhorn Creek were greatly encour- 
aged by the wonderful response to the picket- 
ing and are looking forward to some action 
soon to alleviate present road condition- in our 
community. 

Some might question our methods and call 
them drastic, but we felt we had sufficient 
reasons to justify our actions. We would like 
to set forth publicly the thing- that prompted 
us to resort to picketing. These reason- are 
is follows: 

1 Our high school children are forced to
